("i ENTLEMEN: — In offering myself as a candidate 
\JC 'or your suffrages I deeui it incumbent 
to state that if returned to servo you in tho Dominion 
Parliament I shall give an earnest support to the 
Liberal-Conservative party, led by Sir John A. Mac- 
donnld. At the sanio timo I shall not support that or 
any other party who may fail to fulfil tho condi- 
tions of tho Terms of Union and the Carnarvon 
Settlement. 

Railway Construction has been unnecessarily do 
laved by Mr. Mackenzie's Government, and tho fair 
fame of Canada has been tarnished by tho failure of 
that Government to fulfil tho obligations contained 
in the Carnarvon Settlement and the Terms of Union. 
The lino from Esquimau to Nanalmo should bo buiU 
and construction on tho Mainland commeneodatoneo. 
As to the adoption of any particular routa for the 
Railway, we can only suggest. There is no doubt, in 
my mind, that tho route by way of Buto Inlet to Es- 
quimau. Is tho most desirable from a national and 
economic standpoint. I shall not fail to urge that fact 
upon the attention of tho Canadian Government and 
Parliament; but should 1 fail to convince them of tho 
advantages of tho Bute-Esquimoit routo over all 
others, I shall favor the immediato prosecution of 
work on tho line wherever it may be hwatod. Over- 
land communication is of tho utmost importance to 
this Province. DELAY MEANS STAGNATION, and 
British Columbia should bo the last to place in Cana- 
da's hands an excuse for further dolaving tho com- 
mencement of railway construction, by insisting on 
the reopening of the surveys, when o memorial has 
just been passed by tho Local Parliament demanding 
Immediate commencement of tho railway. 

Isolated as we are, I consider tho Canadian Tariff 
unsuitcd to this Province. That Tariff was accepted 
bj British Columbia In 1S73 in the anticipation of tho 
early commencement of railway construction. That 
anticipation pot having been realized, I shall press 
upon the notice of Canada tho importance of granting 
tho Province the right to regulate its own tariff until 
tho completion of the railway. Whether that right 
ho accorded or not, I shall press for adequate protec- 
tion to tho producers and manufacturers of tho Pro- 
vince so that they may compete successfully in our 
markots with the products of old established commu- 
nities. 

My constant aim shall bo to harmonize sectional 
differences and allay sectional prejudices.

/"^ ENTLEMEN:— Having announced my intention 
\jT of becoming a Candidate for the representation 
ofthis District at the ensuing election for the House 
of Commons, I may be permitted to explain my vlewg 
on the leading questions affecting this Province. 

1st— I believe that while wc have a grievance against 
tho Government of Canada for tho non-fulfilment of 
Terms of Union, it would be highly injudicious on the 
part of tho representatives from this Province to form 
apositivo adhesion to cither of the great political par- 
tics into which the Eastern Provinces are divided for 
the following reasons: 1st, because many of tho ques- 
tions which divide them have no existence among us; 
2nd, because neither our people nor representatives 
can feel that interest in their polities winch wo other- 
wise would have done had Canada honorably endea- 
vored to fulfil the railway obligations which sho vol- 
untarily incurred when wc entered the Union. Entor- 
taining this view, I shall, if elected, accord to tho 
Government of tho day a hearty support should their 
policy and actions indicate an immediate active, en- 
ergetic commencement and continuous construction 
of the Cnnodiaif Pacific Hallway through Uritish Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir John A. Maedonald and party return to 
power, I should feel bound, if elected, to render him 
a hearty support in order that he may have a real op- 
portunity of carrying out the grand scheme of a trans- 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which was provided for In the Terms of Union which 
his Government negotiated with this Province. 

Under the Terms of Union certain Orders in Council 
were passed by the Government of the Dominion de- 
claring Esquimalt to be the terminus of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and a Reservation of the Public Lands 
from Esquimalt to Seymour Narrows, known as the 
20-mile belt, was applied for by the Dominion Govern- 
ment and received by them from th» Local Govern- 
ment and regarded as a portion of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway to all intents and purposes. 

The Agricultural, Coal Mining and other Interests 
would be promoted by the construction of the Island 
section as part of the Pacific. Hallway— the immediate 
prosecution of which would bring into active business 
life the entire section traversed. Farm products would 
find a ready market, labor of all kinds would he in de- 
mand, and as a consequence business would revive 
throughout the Province and confidence would again 
be restored. 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it 
impossible to retain Esquimau as the terminus of the 
Railway on account of engineering difficulties, I would 
insist on an equitable indemnity far the whole line 
from Esquimau to Seymour Narrows, as being justly 
due to Vancouver Island for the serious loss which we 
havo sustained from the public lands between those 
two points having been locked up for such a lengthen- 
ed period from pre-emption, settlement and develop- 
ment. 

I would urge the necessity of more frequent mail 
communication throughout the District and Province 
genorally, and would use my most earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mail communication between Nanai- 
mo and New Westminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain immediate Telegraphic communication 
botwcoi Nanaimo, Victoria and the other largo ship- 
ping port of Iiurrard Inlet. 

With regard to the Tariff question I entirely dis- 
agree with thoso who think that a variety of interests 
must necessarily conflict with each other. On the con- 
trary, I maintain that tho greater the number of in- 
terests we have in this district actually at work 
developing our varied resources the more certain are 
wc of progression. I believe, therefore, that the tariff 
can bo so readjusted as to be equitable to nil, without 
Increasing the present revenue tariff. 

With regard to public and other buildings, such as 
a Drill Hall, etc., I would advocate that Nanaimo bo 
placed upon an equal footing witli tho other cities of 
tho Province. I will endeavor to visit every part of 
tho District and will hold meetings, of which duo no- 
tico will he given. 

And, finally, should you favor mo with your confi- 
dence, I can assuro you that twenty years' residence 
in tho Province— 13 of which havo been ill the midst 
of your district— has enabled me to form conclusions 
which aro moro likely to bo used to your advantage 
than can he expected from any other person whoso 
interests and rcsidenco aro outside of your district.

It seems to be beyond the power of 
some minds to nceord even scanty 
justice to an opponent. Party warfare 
is carried to such an extent as to in- 
duce a resort to the most disreputable 
means to wound or damage a candidate 
for legislative honors. There's the 
Standard's treatment of Mr. DAVIES as 
a case in point. Mr. D., havingnlways 
been a strong Conservative, refused to 
recognize the claims of Mr. DeCosMOS

to Ottawa as senior member and drag 
Sir John Macdonald after him as his 
junior.

All this is very dis- 
creditable, and people will now begin 
to understand why Mr. DeCosmos 
was ruled out of the British Columbia 
caucus in 1875 and why he is so uni- 
versally despised at Ottawa that he has 
been unable to effect the slightest good 
for his Province, and why, during the 
time he has professed to be a Liberal- 
Conservative, he has never once been 
permitted to attend an Opposition 
caucus. 

THE AFGHANISTAN TROUBLE, 

The war on the Indian frontier 
would seem to be a matter of certainty. 
The insult offered to the British envoys 
by the Ameer's plenipotentiary has left 
Groat Britain no alternative but to 
move an army into Afghanistan. 
Troops have already embarked in Eng- 
land for the East, and native Indian 
regiments are mobilized nnd prepared 
to march at an hour's notice. It will 
have been observed that the Ameer, 
who has just refused to receive the 
British embassy, less than two months 
ago received a Russian embassy in open 
durbar and with great distinction. 
Whether an allianco with Russia was 
proposed at that time we consider 
doubtful; but Russia anticipating war 
with Great Britain apparently cast 
about for allies, and broached to the 
Ameer a project which, upon certain 
contingencies, involved the invanioii of 
India by the Afghanistan. Now that 
her fears have been allayed, Russia has 
no further use for the. Ameer, and will 
abandon him to his fate, while be 
(puffed with consequence) will be fool 
enough to go to warwhenhowillbe con- 
quered and his territory annexed to 
that of British India. 



Two Versions of tho Samo Story. 

[Toronto Globe] 

Ottawa, Sept. 18. — The Free Press 
to-night says : — "A meeting of the 
Cabinet is being held this afternoon, 
from whose results important events 
may flow. We may say in advance 
that it is the intention of tho Govern- 
ment to take the earliest possible steps 
to give constitutional efl'ect to the re- 
sult of the verdict of the people, as re- 
corded on Tuesday evening last. Noth- 
ing can of course be done in that direc- 
tion until the results of tho elections in 
Manitoba and British Columbia are 
ascertained. A new Parliament will 
not be fully elected until the complete 
returns are received ; but the Govern- 
ment recognize the general result, and 
will lose no time resigning office after 
the final returns are received." 

[Toronto Mail.] 

Ottawa, Sept. 18. — The Ministers 
who are left held a Cabinet Council to- 
day, Mr. Mackenzie intimating his in- 
tention of resigning forthwith. The 
Premier is absolutely paralyzed by tho 
result. He anticipated being elected 
by at least 500 for Lambton, and 
counted on a majority of twelve in On- 
tario, and majorities everywhere ex- 
cept in Quebec, conceding that Prov- 
ince by eight to the Opposition. He 
announced his intention of going to 
Quebec to-night and resigning at once, 
refusing to make any more appoint- 
ments or superannuations, although he 
is hard pressed by a large number, 
and may possibly change his policy in 
that' direction. Tho Ministerialists 
ai'e terribly crestfallen, and offer no 
reasons for the terrible defeat sus- 
tained. Sir J ohu Macdonald will im- 
mediately bo called on to form a Min- 
istry. 



English, Mail. 

I Per Steamer Isabel. I 

Private advices from Constantinople 
describe Sir A. Layard's position as 
almost untenable, owing to the um- 
brage taken by the Sultan at his atti- 
tude in several administrative questions. 

The Manchester Guardian is author- 
ized to state that rumours to the effect 
that Miss Helen Taylor is to be put in 
nomination for Southwark are entirely 
unfounded, nnd that Miss Taylor is in 
nu way responsible for tho circulation 
of the report. 

The Gazette announces that the Queen 
has nominated and appointed Safvet 
Pasha, Grand Vizier and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to the Sultan of Turkey, 
to be an Honorary Knight Grand 
Commander of tho Most Exalted Order 
of the Star of India. 

The steamship Great Eastern has, it 
is said, been purchased by a company, 
who intend using her as a cattle-boat 
to ply between Texas and London. She 
is now being fitted out at Milford 
Haven, and is to have new engines and 
boilers, manufactured by the Clyde 
Iron Works, ut a cost of §500,000. 
Refrigerators will be built in her for 
the purpose of carrying fresh beef. Tt 
is estimated that she will cany £1,200 
head of cuttle and ;1,000 head of mut- 
ton. 

Mr. P. J. Smyth, M.P., writes on 
the Sunday ('losing Bill to the Dublin 
Vintner's Society, and says that three- 
fourths of the members who voted on 
it did not believe in it. Major O'Gor- 
mau and Mr. W. H. O'Sullivan, M. P., 
also write to the same effect. 

A horrible discovery has been made 
on the premises of a London under- 
taker. Eight bodies of infants were 
found in the cellar in an advanced state 
of decomposition, quick-lime having 
been asecl to hasten the process of de- 
cay. From enquiries which have since 
been made, it appears that the bodies 
have been put in the cellar from time 
to time and forgotten. They are thoso 
of still-born children, and the under- 
taker's fee for fetching them from the 
house and burying them is only 5s., so 
he urged that he could not be expected 
to conduct a funeral in each case. So 
far as he is concerned he says he has 
done no more than is done by every 
undertaker. The sanitary committee 
of the Chamberwell Vestry held a 
meeting, at which the matter was dis- 
cussed. 

There is a London society row among 
a few peeresses. The usher of their ap- 
propriate gallery not only reserved 
seats for the Marchioness of Salisbury 
and her party on the occasion of the Bea- 
conslield speech, but refused to open 
the door until she appeared. And the 
factious are anxious to know whether, 
if peer means an equal, the same defin- 
ition is not to be applied to peeresses. 

A workingman candidate is to come 
out at the next election at Sheffield in- 
the person of Mr. Joy of Leeds. Mr. 
Joy is a Home Ruler and a Tichborn- 
ite, and one of the planks in his politi- 
cal programme is a commission of in- 
quiry into the Tichborno case. 

Captain Craddock, an officer of the 
Twenty -third Royal Welsh Fusileers, 
and highly connected, has been arrested 
for brutally and deliberately stabbing 
his wife, who told the Court she was 
afraid he would murder her in one of 
his passions, as he had repeatedly 
treated her with great cruelty. 

Signori Vaccarone, Costa, Nigra and 
Brieschi, members of the Italian Al- 
pine Club, have succeeded in ascending 
Mount Blanc from tho Italian side. The 
fcafc lina often been attempted, but has 
never been accomplished before.

Municipal Council. 

Whdneshax, Oct. 2d. 

Council met at 7.50 p.m. Present — 

His Worship the Mayor in tho chair, 

and Couns. Todd, Marvin, Williams, 

Dalby, Shakespeare, Turner and Red- 
fern. 

After routine, 

COM M UNICATIONS 

were read from John Teaguo, recommend- 
ing the extension of the gas mains to the 
new City Hall, and giving estimates for 
laying flooring and finishing the large 
room on the second hall so as to render 
it suitable for holding public meetings. 

Coun. Eedfern said that to finish the 
room a sum of §2,000 would have to bo 
expended, over and about the amount 
sanctioned by the by-law. He did not 
think the Council would be justified in 
incurring this extra expenditure without 
the passago of another by-law, and in any 
case he did not think it warrantable this 
year. 

Laid over for consideration in com- 
mittee. 

A communication was read from the 
secretary of the gas company, enclosing 
an account for §440 for 50 lanterns at £8 
each on six months' credit. 

On motion the amount was ordered to 
be placed to the company's credit. 

From Win. Fraser, asking for a reduc- 
tion of water rates on account of the bad 
condition of the water. 

Itecoived and filed. 

From J. J. Russell, stating that he did 
not vote on the Round By-law. 

Coun. Williams said lie did not think 
the voto had been properly taken and 
thought it right that it should be held 
again. (Laughter.) He would move a 
resolution to that effect. 

Coun. Dalby also thought that the peo- 
ple had not understood what they wero 
voting on. 

Coun. Turner moved in amendment 
that the, vote represented to bo that of 
J. J. Russell be struck off. 

Seconded by Coun. Redfern. 

Coun. Marvin deprecated the idea of 
re-taking the vote. 

Tho amendment was carried. 

Coun. Redfern then moved that the 
pound-kcoper be instructed to carry out 
the provisions of the by-law. 

Coun. Williams moved in amendment 
that the pound-keeper lie ordered to drive 
all cattle outside the city limits instead of 
impounding them, which would bo unjust 
to a number of poor people. 

Coun. Dalby wished the by-law to be 
carried out in order that councillors who 
favored it might see how harshly it would 
work and what confusion it would result 
in. 

Coun. Redfern said the citizens of Vic- 
toria had voted in favor of tho by-law and 
it was their desire that it should be carried 
out. Surely the voice of the people 
should bo permitted to decide in such 
matters. 

Coun. Williams felt convinced tho vote 
was not a fair index of public opinion and 
he would pay all expenses in connection 
with taking it again. 

Coun. Turner said that it appeared to 
him that if there were 200 people in the 
city who dopended on cows they took very 
little interest in their own affairs as the 
total number of votes cast was only some 
CO. The by-law had been passed, how- 
ever, and it must bo carried out, exercis- 
ing, of course, duo discretion. 

Coun. Dalby moved in amendment 
that the names of voters who voted on 
the by-law be published. Seconded by 
Coun. Williams. 

Coun. Turner said ho much doubted 
whothcr voters would like their names 
published. 

Coun. Marvin doubted whether it would 
bo legal. 

The amendment was withdrawn and 
tho original resolution was carried, tho 
bylaw to como into force on Nov. 1st. It 
was also ordered that the list of the votes 
taken be open to the inspection of any 
citizen desirous of inspecting it. 

A communication was read from Mrs. 
J. Heal, stating that she had as yet re- 
ceived only ?150 on account of her claim 
of ?45J for damago caused to her proper- 
ty by appropriation of land, etc. , for 
waterworks purposes. 

The opinion of the City Barrister was 
read to tho effect that Mrs. Heal bo per- 
mitted to sue for the balance, inasmuch 
as it embraces items which had no right 
to come under arbitration. The commu- 
nication was accordingly received and 
filed. 

From David F. Fee, complaining that 
ho is unable to obtain the lines of certain 
lots from tho City Surveyor. 

Coun. Williams thought it high time 
tho Council should ascertain whether Mr. 
Gastineau intonded to do the city survey- 
ing or not. 

Coun. Dalby said ho had been inform- 
ed tho City Surveyor had put the city to 
an unnecessary cost of over $1000 in con- 
nection with tho City Hall. 



Coun. Todd said it was impossible for 
the surveyor to obey the orders of the 
Council as thoy wero given in such a reck- 
less manner. 

Coun. Marvin would refer the applica- 
tion to the Surveyor. He felt certain that 
it made very little difference what orders 
were given him as ho was bound to tako 
his own time anyhow. 

Coun. Turner said ho could quite un- 
derstand that as the Surveyor received so 
many orders to do so many things at one 
timo he really did not know what ho ought 
to do first. Some method ought to bo 
observed by the Council in giving their 
orders. 

Tho motion was carried and it was or- 
dered that tho Surveyor bo instructed to 
hand in a report of all work unfinished. 

The Street Committeo wero ordered to 
report on tho work required to bo dono in 
tho several wards and it was ordered that 
no now street work bo undertaken until 
such report bo received. 

Tho Water Commissioner reported that 
tho filters at tho dam are completed and 
that tho City water is now filtered. 

The pound kcoper reported that during 
September 13 horses and colts had been 
impounded, creating a revenuo of §15. 

The by-law fixing the salary of the fore- 
man of tho water works at?100 per month 
was read a second time and passed. 

Mr. J. Spratt was ordered to put down 
a sidewalk in front of his new building, 
Store street. 

Coun. Williams called attention to the 
nuisance and danger caused by boys using 
hand catapults. Ono citizen almost lost 
his oye from a blow from a stono and in- 
numerable windows had been broken. Ho 
would movo that tho police be instructed 
to tako immediate stops to suppress tho 
nuisance and to search the pupils of the 
public schools and seize all catapults 
found. Carried. 

Coun. MarvhVgave notice of the intro- 
duction of a by-law to impose a heavier 
municipal tax on drummers, and Coun. 
Williams said that as tho public market 
would soon bo finished, in order to run it 
successfully, peddlers must also be taxed. 

A largo number of accounts wero re- 
ferred to by the Financo Committee. 

It was ordered that gas bo laid on to 
the City Hail; that tho brick and cement 
work of the building be painted by con- 
tract; that Mr. Teaguo bo asked to pre- 
pare an estimate for laying tho floor of 
tho second story and erecting a stair cas

Rev. and Dear Father Jonckau: 
Accept a few lines concerning a trip I 
made on tho ice and snow from Nulato 
to Ulukuk, a distance of about 140 
miles. Having secured two sleighs 
and 10 dogs, and having entrusted to 
F. Mandart the care of the Nulato In- 
dians, I left on the 20tli of November, 
with throe Indians, in order to convey 
to Nulato the provisions which the 
summer before wo had taken up in a 
boat from St. Michael's to Ulukuk and 
also to instruct the Indians I would 
meet during 1113' trip. 

I experienced much trouble in em- 
ploying tho services of Indians, not ono 
volunteering to expose liis life by ven- 
turing too near to the Mahleniuts. The 
reason of this I now proceed to ex- 
plain. Last summer (1877) a Mahle- 
mut was seen hunting on the moun- 
tains between tho Behring Sea and 
Kyoukouk river by two Kyoukouk In- 
dians, whilst ho did not notice that he 
was watched. . Ono of the Kyotikouks, 
prompted by traditional hostility bo- 
tween his tribe- snd tlio Mahleniuts, 
proposed to his companion to murder 
their cnoniy tho latter would not con- 
sent and tried, but in vain, to dissuade 
the evil-minded Indian from commit- 
ting the vile deed. Deaf to his com- 
panion's entreaties, tho Kyoukouk ap- 
proached his enemy and shot him 
through the heart. Then the murderer 
tied to bis barrabarra, fortified it, beg- 
ged all his friends to protect him, and 
from that timo shows himself in public 
with an air of assurance which is im- 
pudent in the extreme. His bravery 
is only apparent, however. He came, 
during the winter to Nulato ; there I 
saw him and bad him questioned, and 
learned from his own mouth that ho 
has no rest either at night or in the 
day, that he never parts with his gun, 
and that he would give anything if he 
could make out that lie had not com- 
mitted the crime. A strong proof of 
the impossibility of stifling the voice of 
conscience. Of course some peoplo 
will find in this a .severe punishment 
and maintain that every criminal is to 
himself his own punishment. But you 
must acknowledge that such a punish- 
ment is rather lenient, and that it would 
be more than strange if tho law were 
to say : murderers, thieves and burg- 
lars, you shall receive 110 punishment 
except the one you will inflict, on your- 
selves. As for the culprit, his doom is 
sealed ami tho Mablemutsaro determin- 
ed to have his blood. Surely, it is 
time that the Church interferes and 
brings to these savages the olive branch 
of peace. The Mahleniuts, not seeing 
their chief come homo, went in search 
of him, preceded by his dog, who led 
them straight to the corpse of his mas- 
ter, and from that time occasional 
threats have been carried from the sea 
to the Youcon, spreading fear and ter- 
ror. 

However, the persuasive eloquence of 
the Russian trader at Nulato having 
overcome all the repugnance of 3 In- 
dians, I started on the 20th of Novem- 
ber the thermometer marking (32" 
below freezing) I visited and instructed 
in the holy religion of Jesus Christ tho 
occupants of the barrabarra?! I found on 
tho river: two at Kaltay and ono a 
little more than half way between Nu- 
lato and this place. At Kaltay I had 
to travel the Youcon ami make a por- 
tago of about 80 miles. It was on the 
22nd of November, I put on my hugo 
snow shoes and toiled through 3 feet of 
snow whilst, at Nulato, the mercury stood 
at 21° (53 below freezing); that night 
we camped and slept on the snow. A 
camp is soon ready: one cuts down 
small trees, another brings dry wood, 
a third puts oft" his snow shoes, sinks 
through tin snow and then, using one 
of his snow shoes as a shovel, lays tho 
ground bare. Then the latter is covered

the snow and which, betraying their 
haunts, enable hunters to kill them 
and despoil them of their fur. The 
principal quadrupeds of this country 
are moose, elk, and reindeer. A hook 
of a certain Dr. Hartwig, confounds 
moose and elk, making them of one 
family; be not surprised if some future 
Dr. or Professor confounds the sun with 
the moon. The reindeer is not tamo 
here like in Siberia and is tho same 
animal as the cariboo; the principal 
feature which distinguishes it from 
other families of the species "Cervus' 
is that the females have antlers, though 
smaller ones as well a.s the males. As 
to the moose, it attains a largo size, and 
is, in its greatest development, larger 
than a very large horse. There aro 
three kinds of foxes; the red fox, artic 
fox, and the silver fox, tho lattcr's fur 
being valued at $25,00. Besides the 
wolf, and the black and brown bears, 
there is a variety of tho weazel family, 
ermine, sable, minx, pine marten, stono 
marten, and pole-cat, Tfc is the fur of 



sable on which the Youcon is the stand- 
ing fur and is the unit in trade tran- 
sactions like the dollar is with us. To 
pay an Indian five skins is to give him 
five times the value of a sable-skin. 
Across the mountains the English use 
the beaver-skin as such. The glutton 
or wolverine, and the heaver or castor,

is here neither snake nor panther. You 
could hardly believe how numerous 
the tracks of all those quadrupeds 
wero between Kaltay and Ulukuk. 
Having left our barrabarra next morn- 
ing at 8 a. m., we travelled till 10 p. 
m., when wo reached Ulukuk, the 
mercury at Nulato being at 2G° (58° 
below freezing). The following day I 
instructed the occupants of two barra- 
barras, about 30 persons in all, but 
not without having to silence a Mam on. 
When entering a barrabarra, I was not 
a little surprised to find a long thin ! 
Mahelmut stretched on the ground, and j 
doctoring with wild and horrible ejacu- I 
lations a young boy of -1 years who 
seemed to enjoy exceedingly tho funny I 
spectacle. Having patiently waited a 
few minutes, I enquired how long that 
display of charlatanism would last, and 
was told that it might last all night, 
and then I walked up to the shamon 
and ordered him to stop and sit down. 
Ho looked up at mo disconcerted 
and hesitating. As ho did not soon 
enough comply with my request, I 
seized his drum and flung it away, his 
drum-stick went in the same direction, 
and I made him sit down by himself, 
whilst all the other Indians flocked 
around the Catholic Ladder, which I 
explained to their wrapt attention. The 
shamon in the meantime dressed him- 
self and took a seat among my hearers, 
but finding tlio doctrine of Christ, too 
severe for evil doers, he went off to a 
corner of tho barrabarra and smoked 
his pipe. 

Having promised the Russian trader 
at Nulato, to return to him his sleighs 
and dogs soon as possible, I left Ulu- 
kuk with a heavy freight, struggled 
during five days with a piercing north 
wind, the mercury remaining constantly 
20° below 0, fell twice through the ice 
into tho water, experienced enormous 
difficulty and trouble to find the track 
which the north wind had covered with 
snow, and found to ray great sadness 
that tho fish which one of my Indians 
had stowed away in the snow to feed 
our dogs on our return, had been found 
and devoured by foxes, so that our 
poor dogs wero -18 hours without hav- 
ing n morsel to cat. Finally 011 the 1st 
of December I arrived at Kaltay, where 
the Indians welcomed mo and gave me 
a really triumphant reception. 

I reached Nulato 011 the following 
day, happy to find F, Mandart in good 
health, and to ho able to celebrate the 
next day the Holy Sacrifice of Mass in 
honor of St. Francis Xavier, patron of 
Missionaries.

It is marvelous the 
large number of ladies whose lives are 
a perfect blank as far as any aim is con- 
sidered. The exception is so charming 
and so small that we are brought to 
regard the large body of female ciphers 
not at all from an exalted position — I 
mean that class who have no family or 
household cares, but who sit from one 
end of the year to the other with their 
hands in their laps and their heads "no- 
where." Of such is not the fair Prin 
cess I speak. She has founded an in- 
stitute for the teaching and providing 
for the portionless daughters of poor 
members of the nobility, and I have 
good reason to know her clients are 
neither few nor far between. This in- 
stitution has none of the features of 
objection that mark poverty — the crime 
of Europe as well as of England, as 
Sidney Smith would say. 

It is now a self-supporting establish- 
ment. The young ladies are skilled in 
the fine arts, and sonic light inudstrial 
ones, and the result of their accomplish- 
ments are to be found in a liberal sup- 
ply of dollars. I must say that these 
practical lessons have beent aught by the 
mother, the Princess Maria, of Prussia, 
but the daughter has been an active 
co-operator. She has a forte in the 
fine arts, and that is in architectural 
designs, and colors. Berlin is not ig- 
norant of her utilitarian talent in this 
regard. 

The family of her father, the Prince 
Frederick, has appeared but little at 
the Prussian Court, they preferring tho 
country to the city. Their largo man- 
sion or chateau enabled them to have 
tho young lady students alluded to 
always under one roof, and that the 
founder of this ideal school, where the 
surveillance of their moral and mater- 
ial education never wavered. Many 
of these young ladies in consequence 
have made excellent court or aristocratic 
marriages as it has been regarded as a 
guaranty of their worth, both as house- 
wives aud moral mothers — a fortune 
in wives rather than with them — to have 
been scholars of Princess Maria. Thus 
the Duke of Connauglit may be called 
a lucky man, and Queen Victoria a 
happy mother. In this age, when the 
tongue of European scandal wags most
